Dr.  Theo- 
dore C.  Burgess,  head  of  the  department  of  ancient  language,  and  for  many  years  the  able  and  be- 
loved president  of  the  college,  coined  a  word  to  be  used  as  a  title  for  the  new  publication.

Mrs.  Huston,  the  head  of  the  department,  has  organized  an  efficitnt  and  very 
popular  department.  The  professors  not  only  stimulate  thinking  by  teaching 
modern  languages,  but  they  also  help  students  to  gain  a  deeper  appreciation  of  the 
motives  and  accomplishments  of  the  people  whose  language  they  study.  Such 
studies  eive  a  closer,  more  human  and  accurate  understanding  of  the  history  of 
those  people,  and  consequently,  a  keener  insight  and  pleasure  in  all  arts,  literature, 
and  things  in  the  immediate  environment,  things  unobserved  before.  The  mind  is 
sharpened,  prejudices  are  mellowed,  judgment  improved,  and  artistic  appreciation 
developed. 

During  the  first  semester,  the  German  department  presented  a  play,  entitled 
"Die  Rauber",  in  Social  Hall,  which  portrayed  the  typical  medieval  period.  Once 
during  the  year,  the  advanced  class  holds  a  party  for  the  purpose  of  a  general 
get-together. 

The  department  is  accomplishing  things.  It  is  very  active.  A  great  many 
graduates  have  found  positions  teaching  modern  language  in  the  local  high  schools.

Bradley  Institute  is  well  eciuipped  to  generate  thorougli  and  excellent  training  in  sev- 
eral fields  of  industi-y.  The  faculty  consists  of  well  educated  men  who  have  had  actual  ex- 
perience in  the  various  fields.  Their  method  of  instruction  is  rather  informal  and  j)ractical, 
thus  giving  tlie  individual  close  attention.  The  equipment  at  Bradley  is  the  type  used  m 
modern  industry  and  is  kept  in  excellent  condition. 

The  more  prominent  courses  offered  are  Architectural  Drafting,  Automobile,  Electri- 
city, Machine  Drawing,  Machine  Shop  practice  and  Wcxxlworking. 

The  students,  through  use  of  the  shops,  keep  the  buildings  of  the  College  in  repair  and 
also  bring  in  jobs  of  their  own.    In  this  way  they  receive  valuable  practical  experience. 

A  well-organized  placement  bureau  obtains  many  jobs  for  students  while  they  are  in 
school  and  also  good  teaching  positions  after  graduation.  It  is  well  known  throughout  the 
country  for  producing  good  workmen.

Bradley  was  one  of  the  jiioneer  colleges  in  the  teaching  of  creative  arts  both  as  a  profession 
and  as  a  cultural  background,  the  aim  being  to  stimulate  mental  initiative  and  an  appreciation  of 
visual  art.  botli  of  which  enable  the  individual  to  fit  into  modern  civilization  in  its  economic,  so- 
cial, and  esthetic  pliases. 

Tile  School  of  Fine  and  Ai^plied  Art  gives  a  complete  professional  training  in  painting,  de- 
sign, commercial  art.  illustration,  modeling,  and  teaching.  The  students  who  combine  one  of  these 
majors  with  certain  academic  requirements  receive  a  B.S.  degree. 

In  the  records  of  former  Bradley  students  we  find  many  well-known  names  to  the  world  of 
art;  two  who  had  much  to  do  with  the  artistic  phase  of  "A  Century  of  Progress"  and  many  others 
who  are  directors  of  art  departments  in  high  schools  and  universities  in  many  different  states. 

Tliis  vear  tliere  are  thirty-three  students  majoring  in  the  School  of  Fine  and  Applied  Art  and 
in  addition  there  are  forty-seven  college  students  from  other  departments  who  take  instruction  in 
art  courses.  The  work  of  these  students  has  been  outstanding  and  has  not  gone  unnoticed  by  the 
world,  for  Bradley  has  been  invited  to  put  an  exhibit  in  the  Western  Art  Association  Exhibition 
wliicli  will  have  exhibits  from  only  five  or  six  other  scliools  of  art  in  the  United  States.

SCHOOL  OF  HOROLOGY 

The  Brudley  School  of  Horology,  which  is  recognized  us  the  finest  of  its  kind  in  Aniericu, 
is  the  oldest  horological  school  in  the  United  States.  It  is  now  operating  upon  an  endow- 
ment of  $2,750,()0().  The  school  was  founded  bv  J.  R.  Parsons  in  1886.  It  was  later  con- 
tinued by  Mrs.  Lydia  Bradley.  The  building  is  the  only  one  in  America  exclusively  for  the 
purp)ose  of  a  Horological  school. 

There  are  six  departments  of  work:  1 — elementai-y  watchvvoi-k;  2 — clock  repair;  3 — iin- 
ishino-i  4 — enffravinff;  5 — iewelrv  and  gemologv;  () — advertising  and  salesmanship.

These  or- 
ganizations have  a  general  purpose  of  promoting  good  fellowship  among  the  students  of  the 
department  and  of  furthering  Bradley  school  spirit. 
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EVENING  DIVISION 

A  ])art  of  Hradlev  life  whicli  few  sfudeiits  know  abouf  is  the  evening 
school  whieli  runs  through  tlie  school  year  on  the  same  days  as  the  reguhiv 
schedule.  It  is  especially  valuahie  to  people  employed  elsewhere  who  desire 
additional  information  on  their  particular  fields  or  are  working,  aside  from 
their  occupation,  for  a  college  degree. 

Mr.  Fred  E.  Dace  is  the  Director  of  the  Evening  division.  Through  his 
efforts  the  work  has  been  very  successful  in  increasing  the  educational  facili- 
ties at  Bradlev;  and  the  work  accomplished  has  been  very  gratifying.

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SUMMER  SESSION 

TIr-  thirty-first  annual  .summer  session  was  held  last  year  from  June  11  to 
July  20  and  from  July  23  to  August  25.  The  .school  was  originally  organized  in  1901- 
to  make  available  the  facilities  of  Bradley  to  teachers  and  those  having  .special  in- 
terest in  tlie  fields  of  Manual  Arts  and  Home  Economics.  Gradu.nlly  more  courses 
have  been  added. 

The  cour.ses  offered  last  summer  were  identical  in  content  and  credit  value  with 
those  of  t];e  regular  college  year. 

All  the  buildings  on  the  campus  were  used,  and  much  life  and  enthusi;ism  lias 
held  over  through  the  summer  from  the  year'.s  program.  Every  effort  was  made  to 
make  the  students  feel  at  home.    Recreational  opportunities  were  of  the  best. 

Mr.  Albert  F.  Siepert  was  again  the  director  of  tlie  session.  Tlie  work  has 
added  greatly  to  the  school's  service  and  to  the  students'  chances  for  securing  de- 
sirable courses.  Much  credit  goes  to  Mr.  Siepert  wl)0se  untiring  efforts  in  all  tliat 
he  undertakes  assure  worthwhile  results.

A  complete  rejuvination  of  the  Tech  was  under- 
taken this  year  by  the  editors  in  an  effort  to  add  life 
and  zest  to  the  publication.  Tlie  size  of  the  paper 
was  increased  from  five  to  six  columns  and  was  made 
a  few  inches  longer. 

New  head  line  types  were  experimented  with  and 
an  entirely  new  schedule  was  developed  whicli  lias 
given  the  paper  much  of  the  metropolitan  air  of  a 
big  daily. 

Cuts  have  been  used  every  week  to  increase  story 
interest  and  the  addition  of  two  cartoonists  to  the 
staff  gives  the  Tech  the  distinction  of  being  one  of 
the  few  college  papers  in  the  country  to  use  cartoons 
as  a  feature. 

Among  the  new  features  appearing  for  tlie  first 
time  this  year  were  Collegiantics,  a  column  of  hap- 
penings on  other  campuses,  what's  Proper,  a  column 
catering  to  fasliion,  and  Shooting  the  Breeze,  about 
students  and  what  they  do  that  makes  good  copy.
